lor their needy three to fiv e years 
at the present rate.

Yet all 8 8 counties will share in 
relief funds m ade av aiable in th e 
special session ended last week, dis­ 
tributions being based on their rel­ 
ativ e size in sev eral factors. 
Proposals 
to 
allocate 
rev enues 
from state relief taxes on a basis of 
need hav e arisen in each legislativ e 
n for the last sev eral years 
but each tim e hav e been rejected 
ov erwhelmingly. 
R ural 
legislators 
argue th a t their counties are e n­ 
titled to share in 
rev enues 
from 
taxes imposed upon th eir constit­ 
uents and there the m atter ends. 
Th e new relief program prov ides 
to r distribution on a basis designed 
to prov ide the larger counties w ith 
8 slightly higher proportion of the 
total rev enues. 
Determining Shares 
The newr distribution form ula is 
made up 
of 
three 
factors, 
each 
counting equally, in determ ining the 
counties’ relativ e shares. 
The fac­ 
tors are population of the county, 
its real estate tax duplicate and 
the 
m unicipal 
tax 
duplicates 
within th e county. 
Cuyahoga county, 
where 
relief 
iw te now are m ost acute, will re- 
w w ' approxim ately 23 per cent of 
total rev enues under the new for­ 
mula against 20 per cent under th e 
old 
O ther urban counties also will 
reciv e slightly higher percentages 
but the difference is sm all.
